I beg  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ended  the  31st  December, 

1948. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

WATER  SUPPLY, 

The  district  is  supplied  by  the  Rhymney  Valley  Water  Board  of 
which  the  Bedwas  and  Maehen  U.D.C,  is  a consitiuent  member. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  excellent  and  the  quantity  is  ample.

Four  samples  of  water  were  take  n and  submitted  for  bacterioi- 
ocical  examination  and  the  results  were  satisfactory  in  all  cases.

DRAINAGE. 

Surface  water  drainage  is  carried  off  by  the  Rhymney  river  and 
its  confluents  and  are  free  from  sewage  contamination  as  far  as  this 
area  is  concerned, 

SEWERAGE, 

The  main  trunk  sewer  of  the  Rhymney  Valley  Sewerage  Board 
follows  approximately  the  course  of  the  river  throughtout  the  area  and 
receives  the  sewage  effluent  from  practically  the  whole  of  the  district. 
There  are  still  10  pail  closets  in  the  area  and  6 houses  with  cesspool 
drainage  at  points  where  it  is  impossible  to  connect  with  the  sewerage 
system, 

RAG  FLOCK  ACTS. 

There  is  no  Rag  Flock  manufactured,  used  or  sold  in  the  area* 
FOOD  AND  DRUGS. 

All  work  under  this  Act  is  administered  by  the  Monmouthshire 
County  Council. 
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RODENT  DISINFESTATION. 

The  Council  employ  one  Rodent  Operator  on  full  time  Rats  and 
Mice  Destruction.  Two  maintenance  treatments  were  carried  out 
in  the  sewers  and  one  block  treatment  at  the  new  housing  site  at 

TreThomas.. 

A brief  summary  of  the  work  these  treatments  entailed  is  as

During  this  treatment  it  is  estimated  that  approximately 
between  400  and  600  rats  were  destroyed. 

In  addition  to  the  above  systematic  treatments  were  carried 
out  in  business  and  private  premises,  river  banks,,  and  refuse  tips. 

The  whole  of  the  area  is  regularly  patrolled  and  any  re-infest- 
ation is  immediately  dealt  with. 

It  would  be  useless  to  say  that  this  district  is  free  from  infest- 
ation by  rats  and  mice,  but  every  endeavour  is  made  to  keep  the  rats 
and  mice  population  from  increasing  and  results  obtained  point  to  a 
gradual  extermination  of  these  pests. 

The  methods  employed  in  the  rat  disinfestation  treatments  are 
strictly  in  accordance  with  those  laid  down  by  the  Rodent  Disinfest- 
ation Department  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture.

Whilst  the  houses  are  inspected  under  the  Overcrowding 
section  of  the  Act,  the  number  of  persons  taken  with  the  actual  number 
of  living  rooms  would  not  constitute  cases  of  overcrowding,  but,  as 
is  the  custom  throughout  the  area  of  not  sleeping  in  the  ground  floor 
living  rooms  of  the  typical  two  storey  house,  the  sleeping  room  accom- 
modation (in  almost  every  case  where  there  is  a sub-tenant)  is  over- 
crowded. 

The  solution  is  obviously  to  build  new  houses  in  sufficient 
numbers  to  house  each  family  in  one  house. 
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FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS  AND  WORKPLACES. 


The  number  of  Factories,  workshops  and  work  places  in  the 
area  totals  16,  and  includes  shoe  repair  shops  and  motor  garage  repair 
shops  and  bakehouses. 

There  are  no  large  factories  in  the  area  and  the  only  large  ind- 
ustrial undertaking  is  the  Bedwas  Navigation  Collieries  and  the  British 
Benzol  Coal  Distillation  and  By-Products  Plant.

ERADICATION  OF  BED-BUGS. 

During  the  year  4 premises  were  treated  for  infestation  by 
bed-bugs.  Insecticides  and  disinfectants  and  advice  was  given  in  all 
cases  coming  to  the  notice  of  the  health  department. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  NOTIFICATIONS. 

All  cases  of  Infectious  diseases  notified  at  the  health  department 
were  visited  and  practical  advice  given  to  prevent  the  spread  of  in- 
fection.

SWIMMING  BATHS. 

There  is  one  privately  owned  swimming  bath  in  the  Maesy- 
cwmmer  Ward  which  is  open  to  the  public.  The  satisfactory  condition 
of  the  water  is  ensured  by  the  use  of  a Filtration  Plant  manufactured 
and  installed  by  the  Pulsometer  Engineering  Co.,  Ltd.,  London. 
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MILK  SUPPLY, 

Inspection  of  the  cow  shed,  dairies,  etc.,  were  regularly  carried 
out  and  where  necessary  action  was  taken  in  all  cases  where  a good 
standard  of  cleanliness  was  required  and  advice  given  to  improve  the 
clean  distribution  of  the  milk.

Milk  Sampling. 

78  samples  of  milk  were  taken  during  the  year  from  milks 
delivered  to  the  pasteurising  plant  and  from  the  retailers  in  the  area, 
of  these  19  were  unsatisfactory  as  they  did  not  conform  with  the  standard 
of  that  laid  down  for  Accredited  Milk,  which  requires  that  the  sample 
shall  not  contain  B.  coli.  in  0.01  ml.  and  not  de-colorise  methylene  in 
5 A hours  from  the  1st  November  to  the  30th  April,  and  4|  hours  from 
the  1st  of  May  to  the  31st  October,  in  the  case  of  raw  milks. 

Appropriate  action  was  taken  in  every  case  where  two  consec- 
utive samples  were  found  not  to  be  satisfactory. 

Slaugh  te  rho  uses . 

There  is  one  slaughterhouse  under  the  control  of  the  Ministry 
of  Food  in  the  Maesycwmmer  Ward. 

One  full  time  meat  inspector  is  employed  in  meat  inspection. 

The  slaughterhouse  caters  for  the  meat  supplies  to  the  Gelly- 
gaer,  Bedwellty  and  Mynydillwyn  Urban  District  Council  areas  as 
well  as  Bedwas  and  Machen,  and  each  area  contributes  a proportion 
to  the  salary  of  the  meat  inspector.  His  appointment  was  taken  up 
on  the  1st  January,  1948  and  the  following  is  his  first  Annual  Report 

These  premises  supply  meat  to  a population  of  approx- 
imately 90,000.  Throughout  the  year  the  quality  of  home- 
killed  meat  has  been  good,  but  there  is  room  for  considerable 
improvement  in  the  design  of  this  slaughterhouse. 

The  existing  cooling  and  hanging  rooms  are  inadequately 
lighted  and  ventilated,  and  far  too  small  resulting  in  excessive 
handling  of  carcases  and  insufficient  cooling  before  delivery  to  the 
retail  butcher  shops. 

Cattle  pens  are  badly  designed,  making  the  roping  of 
of  animals  difficult. 

There  are  no  hand  wash  basins,  and  no  facilities  for  the 
sterilisation  of  knives  and  cloths  after  the  dressing  of  diseased 
carcases. 
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If  centralised  slaughtering  remains  in  this  area,  and  we  are 
to  ensure  that  meat  is  delivered  in  a clean  and  sound  condition 
the  present  slaughterhouse  must  be  re-designed  with  up-to-date 
equipment  and  modern  furnishings.  Cooling  rooms  must  be  large 
and  adequately  lighted  and  ventilated  and  fitted  with  running 
rails  to  avoid  excessive  handling  of  meat.  All  work  must  be  carried 
put  in  thoroughly  clean  manner  and  this  can  only  be  achieved 
by  providing  a dressing-room  for  all  persons  employed.  This 
should  be  fitted  with  lockers  for  overalls  and  wash-hand-basin 
supplied  with  hot  and  cold  water.  Such  improvements  are  long 
overdue  in  these  premises.

531bs  of  butter, 2 stones  of  wet  fish,  3cwts  of  potatoes,  1 13  tins  of  various 
tinned  foods  were  found  to  be  on  examination,  unfit  for  human  con- 
sumption. 


The  supply  of  foodstuffs  generally  was  of  good  standard  during 
the  year. 


SCHOOLS. 


There  are  four  elementary  schools  in  the  area  and  are  satis- 
factory with  regard  to  sanitary  arrangements  apart  from  the  school  in 
the  Bedwas  ward. 


The  Bedwas  school  is  not  satisfactorily  heated  especially  during 
cold  spells  of  weather  and  the  draughts  caused  by  the  open  fireplaces 
situated  in  a corner  of  the  rooms  is  very  discomforting  to  teachers  and 
pupils  having  to  sit  quietly  during  lessons.  The  present  heating 
arrangements  should  be  supplemented  to  provide  an  even  temperature 
of  at  least  60  degrees  Fahrenheit  in  each  classroom. 


SCAVENGING. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  was  carried  out  by  direct  labour 
throughout  the  area  with  the  exception  of  the  Gellihaf  district  of  the 
Maesycwmmer  ward  which  is  let  to  contract.  The  collection  is 
entirely  satisfactory.
